It is 
said that the stock is the offspring of a buck 
deer that in early times swam over from the 
coast of France to the Jersey isiands. ‘They 
are like the deer in some points, an! the 
young calves are very like fawns. The cows 
when they run in blue grass are hard tw find. 
They drop down in the grass, and make the:n- 
selves as small as possible. I give you my 
honah, sah, I have been within ten feet of a 
cow in a blue grass field and have failed to «ee 
her. They have a way of hiding themselves 
like game. We are making the experi:neit 
out west of regulating the sex of the progeny 
from the foundation cows, soasto get a4 
many heifers as posible, amd we believe that 
we will succeed. The bull Jerseys are not <0 
profitable to handle. I think we will be able 
to inerease the capacity of the cows in this 
country. You know we are exporting short 
hors from Kentucky, and are selling thern 
tothe very breeders in England whe sui 
plied us some yearsago. The breed is im- 
proved here, because of the lime in the water 
and in the food. It gives more bone and 
adds weight and strength to the beasts. | 
believe we can so treat the Jerseys as to be 
able to increase their capacity.
